On the same princi- 
ple that a lump of ice will coot a glass of 
water a tree with cool the air around it, 
because Its own temperature is uniformly 
about-45 degree ; that is to say, the tem- 
perature of the tx*e as a body. This la 
little understood, perhaps, bat it to a 
recognized fact, and It adds much force 
to the argument in favor of planting 
trees, A clomp of trees is capable of 
making a material reduction in tempera- 
tore. The woods, therefore, are cool, not 
only because they are shady, but because 
the trees are constantly fighting the heat.

sumed, the retail anthracite dealers of 
Philadelphia 
have 
already fixed in- 


formally upon a scbedlue of rate* to be 
charged the domestic .consumer. This 
makes $7 a ton as the price for broken, 
egg, stove and chestnut sizes, and $5 -for 
pea coal, with an additional 26 cents after 
January 1, 1903, and an extra 26 cents per 
ton where the coal is carried in. The sell- 
ing agent* of the big anthracite mining 
companies and the individual operators 
have permitted it to be pretty generally 
known that when anthracite shipment* are 
resumed the price to the trade will be the 
full circular rate put ont by the various 
companies and in effect on April 1 of the 
pieeent year. In this circular the price* 
at the mines are: Broken, $3.00 per ton; 
egg, stove and chesnut, $3.26, and pea, 
$1.76. Added to the full circular price 
is the freight charge* which the dealer has 
to par. 
This is $1.70 per ton if the coal 


i«frbm the Schuylklll region; $1.76 if 
from the Lehlgh, and $1.80 from the Wy- 
oming region, upon the prepared sizes, 
making the cost of this coal to the dealer 
In his yard $1.96, $5.00 and $5 06 per ton, 
according to the region. The freight rate 
upon pea coal is $1.40, $1.46 and $1.60 per 
ton accorldng to the region, making its 
cost to the dealer $3.16, $3.20 and $3.26 
per ton.

In the issue of June 19, 1902, of the 


National Tribune of Washington, D. C., 
appears an article written by Joseph H. 
Beule, a veteran of the Civil War, who 
was a Lieutenant of the 31st Maine Vol- 
unteer*. The article is a chapter of acci- 
dents with which the writer met while 
travelling from Washington to hi* home 
•in Maine while on a furlough in March, 
1B<>5. Lieutenant Beale recounts the terri- 
ble railroad accident which occurred at 
Bristol, at the Mill street crossing, when 
the train 
upon which 
he was riding 


crashed into the rear end of another train 
which was at a standstill at the crossing. 
The cars were telescoped and nine were 
killed and about fifty injured. 


In conversation with a Gazette repre- 


sentative, A. J.Hibbs declared he vividly 
recalled the scenes upon that fatal night. 
He had a store at that time on Mill street 
near the railroad and wan, awakened by 
the shrieks of the dying and the noise and 
confusion occasioned by the horror. Mr. 
Bibbs said It woe an occasion never to be 
forgotten. Private houses in the nelghor- 
hood were opened end the dead and 
.maimed were carried in and given the 
best attention possible. 
The Railroad 


Hotel, now owned by W. H. H. Fine, was 
turned into a veritable hospital. ' 


The Maine veteran In describing the 


disaster tells how 
In company 
with 


another officer of the Maine troops, they 
left the railroad station at Philadelphia 
on the "out traia" for New York. The 
train was filled with soldiers and he and 
his companion Boon made themselves com- 
fortable by improvising couches with the 
aid of cushions and blankets, and both 
were soon in dreamland. 
The following is 


the lieutenant's story of the disaster: 


"I was at home—the sisters had been 


kissed, and I was getting some goodThome 
cooking—in 
my 
dreams—when I was 


startled theie-from by the shrill, nervous 
double whistle of 'down brakes)' and the 
fearful jarring on the sleepers of the road- 
bed. 
Then, I 
rlcochetted 
upon the 


shoulders of two ladies whom I had «een 
sitting about three seats in front of where 
we had been lying. They both grabbed 
hold of me and one said, 'Can you pray?' 
Tnere was not a word of apology on, either 
side, and we did not wait for an introduc- 
tion. Somehow we all four got out on the 
ground. The oiler on our locomotive was 
the only one on our train who was severe- 
ly injured; and we saw him boiled to 
death by escaping steam before our very 
eyes. My sergeant companion said 'I told 
you I was not going to hell, but this looks 
enough like it.' 


"The fact was we had run into the rear 


of an extra train that had proceeded us, 
and three cars had been telescoped by our 
locomotive; nine men were killed out- 
right and 45 or 60 severely Injured. 
Now, 
I had been in all the engagements in 


which my regiment had taken part— 
twelve, including the 'Crater disaster;1 I 
had visited the bloody angle at Hpottsyl- 
vania a day or so after the fight o' the 
Second Corps and before the bodies had 
boon burled; and had been in 'Port Hell' 
when it was rather thickly settled with 
dead and dying; but I dare say, after the 
quiet retrospect of thirty-six years that 
the butchery of sleeping soldiers on that 
quiet spring morning in the village of 
Bristol, Bucks county, Pa., surpassed for 
horror any scono I have witnessed before 
or since. I will npt attempt to describe 
it. * * * 


"It must have been between two and 


three o'clock in the morning; escaping 
steam, shrieks, groans and the utmost 
confusion startled the people of the vill- 
age 
from 
their vlumbers, 
and 
they 


hastened in crowds to the scene of the dis- 
aster; many of them opened their homes, 
and the dirty and bloody bodies of the dy- 
ing and wounded were taken into the very 
beds that they bad occupied a half hour 
before; surgeons from a military hospital 
had galloped in ambulances to the place, 
and all was being done tbat humanity 
could do to relieve the situation. 


"There were incidents enough to fill the 


broadside of a metropolitan dally. * * 


After the disabled passengers of the 


wreck at Bristol had been cared for as

parlors and billiard room filled 


with dead and wounded. I had slowly 
passed from one to another, lifting the 
clothes to peer into a dead face, and wip- 
ing coal duet and the blood from a 
mangled oqf>, giving drink to the fevered, 
all the while watching for some mark of 
indentificaton,as I had done a dozen times 
before in the Army of the Potomac. I 
stood beside a body lying with three oth- 
ers on a billiard table; the eyes were 
closed, the face was calm, the hair wa 
matted with blood, mixed with coal dust 
I could detect no sign of life. I put m; 
ear to his lips and over his heart, and wai 
about to say to a hospital steward nea 
by, 'This one Is dead,' when the boy of 21 
opened his eyes and with a t.eep, longing 
expression which in memory is indeliblj 
stamped upon my brain, he looked into 
my face and said, 'Scruoant Bealo, are 
you hurt?' 'Good God, who are you ?' 1 
said. 
He whispered 'Leroy,' and he 


could say no more. I cried out to one ol 
the surgeons, 'Come here quick and save 
this man, if God will let you!' I saw the 
boy's lips move, and I bent low to hear 
what he wanted, and ha said, 'Let me 
wait my turn; others are hurt, too. 
After these years I have not the nerve to 
toll the rest. 


The youth was Leroy H. Varnnm— 


that was his true name—and he had 
ioined my company in July of the previ- 
ous year, having come from the hospital 
after an attack of the measles, fle was a 
splendid soldier, of jovial disposition and 
gentlemanly 
bearing. He was always 


ready to do his whole duty and help the 
other fellow do his, too. Not many days 
after he had joined his command 
the 


explosion of the fort and the hand to- 
mnd straggle in the Crater occurred. 
Ho, with others who were not killed or 
lennitted to run the gauntlet of hell be- 
:ween the contending lines, was taken 
prisoner an the 30th of July, and I had 
not seen him since. I had escaped the 
same fate by the use of a talisman to be 
spoken only on rare occasions in a man's 
ife.
